who hav; *'$30,000 or more,’’ asserts 
that it is acruelty to keep poor people 
in ignorance of the facts about the 
country. The latter remark.is per- 
fectly true, wlthough we were mot 
aware that anyone in this section had 
been backward in publishing the facts 
in regard to the country. Certainly 
the press has done its share to make 
the truth known. 
_ Eastern papers, like the St. Paul 
journal referred to, are forced grudg. 
ingly to admit that Southern Cali- 
fornia isa pretty good place for the 
rich, but they always wind up their 
allusions to this section with the 
stereotyped remark that ‘‘it is no place 
for a poor man.’’ What are the facts? 
_ Laborers now find ready employ- 
ment, in all parts of Southern Cali- 
fornia, at from $1.50 to 2.50 per day; 
carpenters receive from $3 to $5 a day; 
brick-masons, $6; plasters and lathers, 
$4 to $4.50; painters, $3 to 4; farm- 
hands from $1.50 to $2.50 a day, or $25 
to $30 a month and board. 

Allusion is constantly made by these 
eastern papers to our high-priced fruit 
land ana the long time it takes for 
fruit trees to%ome into bearing. Fruit 
is, however, by no means our only pro- 
duct. There are thousands of acres of 
moist land ia this county, upon which 
can be grown enormous crops of alfalfa, 
corn, potatoes, cabbages and similar 
produce, for which there is an immense 
local demand, até high prices. This 
land can be bought at from $100 to 
$200 per acre, on easy terms. It will 
often pay for itself the first year. Sup- 
posing a man has $1500, he can buy ten 
acres of such land, paying part cash, 
secure the necessary implements, build 
a cottage and bara and pay for his 
land in from one to three years, sup- 
porting his family meantime in com- 
fort, which is more than many eastern 
farmers do on a quarter section. 
Alfalfa can be cut half a dozen times 
a year, yielding as much as two tons to 
the cutting; corn gives a crop,on the 
moist lands, of 100 bushels. ‘Then, 
look at the prices the farmer reveives. 
These are wholesale prices from to- 
day’s market report: Alfalfa hay, 
$12.50 to $13.50 a ton; corn, $1.05 to 
$1.15 per 109 pounds; potatoes, $1.55 to 
$1.75 per 103 pounds; butter, 82! 
to 85 cents per 2 pound roll; eggs, 
35 cents per dozen; bens, $5 per 
dozen. - What do eastern farmers 
think of such prices in a_ sec- 
tion where two crops—or, in the case of 
hay, six—can be raised every year, 
without failure? | 
If a man has nothing but a pair of 
willing hands, he can hire out for a 
year and save enough to purchase need- 
ful provisions, etc., to rent a farm on 
shares, or otherwise, and in a year or 
two be in a position to purchase a piece 
of land for himself. | 
The statement that Southern Cali-. 
fornia is no place for a poor man, is 
false. There is no better place fora 
poor man—or a rich man, either—on 
the face of the globe, provided, always, 
the man is willing to work. 


A Hint to Prohibitionists. 


The suggestion made by a corre- 
spondent of Taz Tres, that the evils 
of intoxication should be combated by 
establishing temperance saloons, where 
non-intoxicating beverages could be 
supplied at moderate prices, in bright, 
cheerful rooms, furnished with plenty 
of fresh reading matter, is a good and 
practical one. It has worked well in 
London, where these ‘coffee palaces,”’ 
as they are called, have become very 
numerous, and, notwithstanding the 
low rates charged for refreshments, 
pay good dividends. It is all very well 
for prohibitionists, who have com- 
fortable and attractive homes, to 
preach about the evils of saloons, 
but where is a young man—or 
ah old man, for that matter— 
who has no home, to spend his 
evenings in a city like Los Angeles for 
instance? He cannot sit all the even- 
ing in his: 8 by 12 bedroom, while 
promenading the streets may be 
healthy, but is not exhilerating and be- 
comes moncouons after a time. Many 
a man who has no particular desire to 
drink drops into a saloon for sheer lack 
of any other comfortable place to go to. 
There are the Y. M. C. A. and the 


clase early and would not accommo- 
date one-tenth of the  respecta- 
ble homeless population in_ this 
city. Philanthropists im England 
have discovered that the only way 
to keep people out of saloons is to pro- 
vide them with some equally attrac-- 
tive substitute without the harmful 
features. Of course, strong coffee, 
which is much affected by our pro- 
hibitionist friends, is really as much a 
stimulant as alcoholic beverages, and 
has, when taken in excess, as bad—or 
worse—an effect on the liver and nerves, 
but it does not intoxicate or deprive 
men of their reason, and is, therefore, 
preferable, of the two. 

Jf the friends of temperance—by 
which do not understand the tem- 
perate use of food and drink, but the 
total abstention from alcoholic liquor— 
would devote a small portion of the 
time which they now spend in de- 
nouncing “the rum fiend” to the task 
of supplying healthy and attractive 
substitutes therefor, we believe they 
would aceomplish more practical good.
